Edmonton’s Taxi Service 


The Edmonton city council has taken two 
steps in the right direction, by increasing the 
mumber of taxicabs licenses in the city, and by 
putting an end to the iniquitous “shsre the ride” 
system. 

The crowding of taxis with all the passeng- 
ers the cabs will hold has added to traffic haz- 
ards. It has been an inconvenience to taxi cus- 
tomers. It has offered an opportunity to some 
Operators, according to the charges made in the 
city council, to juggle with fares 

The “share the ride” system was excusable 
in wartime, when vehicles and drivers and gas- 
oline were in short supply, There is no excuse for 
it today, In putting an end to it the city council 
fulfils its proper function of assuring an ade- 
quate taxi service to Edmonton people 

The increase in the number of taxi licenses 
from 125 to 150 is equally commendable. But it 
should be accepted only as an improvement, not 
@s a solution to Edmonton’s taxi probiem 

For not even the wildest optimist will really 
believe that 150 taxicabs are enough to give a 
proper service to Edmonton people 

Therefore, while an increase in the number 
of licenses is good, the removal of al! restrict- 
ions on licenses would be even better. Indeed, 
the removal of all such restrictions would auto- 
matically solve most of the difficulties with 
which the council is endeavoring to deal 

There is no defect in service that good heal- 
thy competition will not eliminate. To remove 
all limits on the number of licenses would estab- 
lish such competition and make a multiplicity of 
rules and regulations unnecessary. Public patron- 
age is the best regulator.

Parliament opens tomorrow. The guesses are 
that it will be prorogued about the end of June or 
at the middle of July 

This is the one prediction that can be taken 


with some certainty. Short sessions have passed, 
seemingly for good. Now the members must ex- 
pect to stay in the capital about half of each 
year. Not of choice, but because changed condit- 
jons have made long sessions inescapable 

The volume of public business to be dealt

few decades ago. It cannot be said that parlia- 
ments capacity for speed has correspondingly in- 
creased. Day by day, it does no more now than 
it used to do so. Since it has more to do, many 
more days are required to work through the ag- 
enda—and through the multitude of additions 
which are always thrust into the original pro- 
gram 

Every member of parliament is now a pro- 
fessional] politician. He has to be. One cannot 
run a business or hold a place on a payroll if 
he has to be away from his home half the time.

Of all the freedoms which are , 
treasured by those who live un- 
der dernocratic forms of gov- 
ernment perhaps the most im- 
portant is political freedom It 
is because they are part of this 
freedom that other freedoms are 
important, Freedom from want 
is necessary because an empty 
stomach is a bad foundation on 
which to build a political judg- 
ment, Freedom from fear is im- 
portant because a man who is 
afraid cannot always think 
clearly oF act as his reason dic- 
tates.
